abolish the all-powerful party 
politburo of which he has served 
as secretary-gefieral since 1922. 

So powerful has been the job of 
Communist party. secretary-gen- 
eral that it was not until 1941 
that Stalin even bothered to hold 
Public office. 

He didn’t have to. As secretary- 
general he ruled Russia as well as 
the Communist party.

Since 1940, when Franklin, Roosevelt 
defeated Willkie, presidential politics has 
not seen two such formidable and evenly- 
matched candidates as Stevenson and 
Eisenhower, Overnight the new Demo- 
cratic leader has lifted the campaign 
above the personalities and abuse which 
were Mr. Truman's successful weapons 
and, because_his_own.record.is -beyond 
criticism, has blunted the Republicans’ 
charge of corruption against the admin- 
istration. In the same way the personal 
reputation of General Eisenhower has 
given the Republican campaign a tone 
which it has lacked since Hughes in 1916 
and Willkie in the middle of the war. 

Apart from the high character of the 
candidates the interesting thing about 
the campaign is the eclipse of the ex- 
tremists in bothparties. The extreme 
Republican reactionaries and isolation 
ists were defeated at the Chicago conven 
tion and the party came under the dom- 
ination of its liberal and internationalist 
wing. The extreme Fair Dealers of the 
Democratic party received the same 
treatment in the nomination of Mr.

A review of America’s strategic situation, 
present and projected, was quietly initi- 
ated some time ago. 

In part, the purpose of this review . 
was to get a firm foundation for the 1954 
foreign and defense budgets, which must 
be presented to Congress just after the 
New Year. In part, also, it was desired 
to have a-eoricise, over-all. picture ready 
for President Truman's successor. 

No sooner was this. strategic review 
launched, however, than a Very great 
and fundamental question brutally pre- 
sented itself. The question was—indeed 
the question still is—whether to shape 
American policies by estimates of Soviet 
capabilities, or by estimates of Soviet 
intentions. 

The question cannot be avoided for 
a reason as simple as it is bleak. A 
great many authorities, including some 
of the wisest men in the government, 
do not think the Western defense effort, 
as now planned, can possibly reach its 
announced goals. 

Despite the hopeful public talks, the 
balance of power in the world is not 
shifting in our favor. We are growing 
stronger, but the Soviet Empire is grow- 
ing stronger still 

In short, if the pessimists are right, 
the Soviets will not only be stronger than 
the West in conventional weapons, they 
may also have the power to launch a 
crippling atomic attack-against the U.S. 
and they may be reasonably well defended 
against counter-attack The optimists 
contend «that the outlook is not nearly 
so bad 

But they agree, nonetheless, that if 
simple Soviet military capabilities are the 
test, a substantially increased Western 
defense effort is urgently needed. 

The problem of Soviet intentions has 
been raised at just this point in the de- 
bate. Again, there have been two schools, 
Qne school has argued 
that Soviet intentions 
will be mainly con- 
trolled by Soviet capa- 
bilities. In other words, 
they have said the 
Kremlin will try to do 
us in if and: when the 
opportunity arises 

The other school has 
asserted that this is a 
wrong rule. They have 
claimed that the Soviets 
do not want a major 
war; that they are harassed by too many 
contradictions within their own system to 
risk a major war, and that- they will con- 
tinue as at present, merely grabbing for 
whatever is not nailed down 

A great weight of experience in deal- 
ing with the Soviet Union has supported 
this theory, which makes the purely mili- 
disquieting.

Fingerlings Rescued 


From Nature's Traps 


By GORDON FORBES 
Vancouver Island rivers and streams are being prowled 
day and night by 17 men whose main purpose in life is to 
{make money for other men and their families. 


They are the enthusiastic, 
hard-working fisheries inspectors 
and guardians of the federal gov- 
ernment’'s fisheries department 

They are engaged in the im 
portant “salmon fry salvage,” an 
annual task starting about April 
and lasting until August 

Briefly, the work entails the 
transfer to running stteams of 
thousands of wiggling, darting 
inch-long (fry), and their one 
year-old counterparts (finger 
lings or yearlings) from water- 
ways which are drying up. 

This saves the lives of the 
young ones; and in-a few years* 
time provides a larger harvest 
for commercial fishermen who 
reap the benefits of the fisheries 
department’s workers’ back 
breaking effort in fatter pay- 
rolls 
THOUSANDS SAVED 

To date this season, 
“fry” have been salvaged from 
drying rivers and streams on the 
island, dumped into moving 
water and allowed to continue 
their life span—to the monetary 
benefit of the commercial fisher 
man. The same work is being 
done all over B.C 

These “released” young salmon 
have a potential value at matur 
ity of $252,840. to British Colum 
bia’s $90,000,000 fishing industry 

no small accomplishment for a 
small group. of “fish-saving” 
civil servants. The value is based 
on calculations after an esti- 
mated 20 per cent loss to ocean 
orey 

In other words, the work of the 
federal fisheries department on 
the island alone has made an- 
other $252,840 worth of 
available to the fishermen 
young salmon otherwise 
have died, and been to the 
industry dried-up waterways 
far from the money-making com 
mercial fishing areas.

OTTAWA, Aug. 21 (CP).Dr 

Hilda Neatby, professor of his 
tory at. the University of Sas- 
today that

In an address prepared for de 
jlivery to. the triennial conven 
tion of the Canadian Federation 
of University Women, Dr. Neat 
| by traced the reasons for the 
subjection of women to “a kind 
of instinctive ®ompensation for 
their biological and psychologi- 
ca] advantages.” 

Their emancipation “was a 
distinctive aspect of the demo- 
cratic movement in western civ 
ilization,” she said: “Theoreti 
cally it is implicit in the ra- 
tional humanism and in Christi- 
anity which have been forma- 
tive influences in western civil- 


gerous without a purpose and 
that right is’ meaningless with- 
out a duty." 

Women’s best claim to public 
service “lies in the fact that ‘ra 
dition and temperament and ex 
perience keep constantly before 
women the need for getting 
things done and done properly 
without too much theorizing.” 

Women should stop. consider- 
ing whether they are better or 
worse than men. They should 
“take up the ‘condition-of-human 
ity’ question as individuals who 
have a responsibility for it.” 

Women's special opportunities 
for service are in establishing a 
moral tone and moral practices 
in her family, formal education 
of children and young people 
and distinterested cultivation of 
the arts, letters. and sciences.

MAY GET FOREWARNING 

This is not the only form of 
mental disease, but it is surely one 
of the most important.

It is encouraging that “many 
sufferers from this form of men- 
tal disease have been helped and 
in some cases cured by electric 
shock treatments. In some, also, 
an operation on the brain has 
brought good results 

All should remember that this, 
as well as other forms of mental 
disease, is no disgrace; the suf- 
ferer from mental illness has no 
more tried to beeome ill in this

Garnet Richens was hanged 
with a six-foot-long piece of silk 
during a game. When his face 
turned blue his playmates cut 
him down. Quick treatment with 
oxygen by a fireman saved his life 

Paul Sullivan, 13. one of Gar 
net's playmates, said the game 
in which a five-year-old also was 
hanged. but escaped injury —start 
ed after he saw the movie Golden 
Horde. The picture is a Holly 
wood version of the invasion of 
Europe by the Tartar General 
Ghengis Khan several centuries 
ago. 

Police Chief Duncan MacDonef 
said: “It is not the first time an 
idea got from a movie has caused 
trouble for youhg people, and 
plenty of trouble for the police.” 

Mayor Charlotte Whitton said 


the incident “could be attributed | 


to a breakdown of our censorship. 
But parents should make sure 
that their’ youngsters do not -at- 
tend pictures unless they are 
classified for juvenile viewing.” 
In the game one of the children 
‘was catight and hanged to a 
clothes-line post. Jimmy Mason, 
iS, the first candidate, twice 
slipped out of a plastic noose. 
+ ‘Then it was Gar Jet's turn. This 


time the group used a length of 
silk. The noose around his neck, 
Garnet was hauled up so his toes 
just touched the ground. Then 
his playmates—-ranging in age 
from 5 to 13—left 

Later, they noticed his face was 
blue. They cut-him down and 
called. a neighbor. Lucien Dube, 
who called in firemen
